at this reservoir that something must 
be done to stop illegal fishing at once 
and so four detectives were employed 
to catcli the guilty parties.

the men suspected of poaching to 
show them the best places to fish. 
They took good cars to malte them- 
selves "solid" with the poachers, and, 
expressing a desire to know how flsh 
were netted, induced the poachers to 
take them to their nets, and saw them 
drawn. .-. In this way they secured the 
information they were after, day by 
day, and finally when all was ready, 
made a swoop on the nets,

He went .thcjre two year?; ago, 
afterwards sold properties amounting 
to ?G5,000 and still has interests in sev- 
eral good things.

the purchase are the same men who 
opened the Jasper county, Ind., pool, 
their interests in which they recently 
disposed of for $157,000. 
They had 


leased 40,000 acres, made the discov- 
ery on their second venture and let go 
after completing a dozen wells. Asked 
if the Standard oil company had any- 
thing to do with it, thsy said knew the 
Standard wasn't interested, that the 
Bird syndicate from England were the 
only ones in the deal. The syndicate 
has patents for making a number of 
products from the oil and will erect 
their own plant.

Mr, 


Holdridge has been in the Transvaal 
fora number of years. Ha is an Ameri- 
can of the most intense type and his 
mining experiences have mails him 
familiar with every detail of the T-On- 
troversy between the Boers and the 
British. 
His letters 
on the subject 


have all been intensely interesting 
and iave been reproduced in ail parts 
of the country. 


Early in the war Mr. 
Holdridge, 


writing t o T. F. JJcManus, of this 
city, outlined his own personal atti- 
tude toward' the contestants in 
the 


great struggle and laid special empha- 
sis on the fact that whatever he might 
say on the subject would be written 
from a fully disinterested standpoint; 
that he was writing solely for the sat- 
isfaction of his corespondent, he had 
no special Jove for the Boers, and that 
he would deal strictly in facts as he 
found them. 
He is and has always 


been a Republican, and a staunch ad- 
rairerof President MeKinley; but when 
the president's message reached Cape 
Town with the assurance that there 
would be and could be no alliance 
with England, he wrote:
